Each year in Magic Movies we showcase an exceptional older film. Czech filmmaker 
Zeman was originally a poster designer, window dresser, and director of publicity 
films for a large factory. He now has more than a dozen feature films to his 
credit, and is one of the acknowledged masters of the special effect films. 
inspirace, one of his earlier shorts, was made as the result of a bet to animate 
glass figurines, "The Fabulous Baron Munchausen" is perhaps his best known film. 


* This is Your Museum Speaking (1979) (13 minutes) A film by Lynn Smith. Executive 
producer: Derek Lamb, A production of The National Film Board of Canada, 

A sleepy night guard at an art museum dreams of the art pieces coming alive and 
talking to him, The National Film Board is supported by the Canadian government, 
It has been a leading producer of animated films throughout its 40 year history. 
The artists (from the U.S. and other countries, as well as Canada) work on either 
assigned projects or more personal films. Currently, there are two production 
centers for animation, one French language, the other English, Tonight we have 
a film from each, 

* Mirror Animations (1962-79)(34 minutes) A film by Harry Smith. Music: Thelonius Monk. 
Harry smith is one of the most important figures of experimental, or avant-garde 
animation. His character, like his film, is complex and surrounded by an air of 
mystery. Very few details are available about his life and career. This film 

mirrors the subtlties of Monk's “Misterioso” with a rarely 
achieved in felicity. "Although studies for this film were 
made in the early '60's, the non-existence of suitable 
equipment, my inability to locate the original 
footage, and particularly the lack of an 
audience ready to evaluate Wittgenstein's 
"Ethics and Aesthetics are One and the 
Same," in the light of H.C. Agrippa's 
earlier, "there is no form of 
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madness more dangerous than the one arrived at by rational means" have delayed the 
film,..until now.” "I've never owned a camera; I've usually just borrowed one, then 
pawned it... (this film) was shot with Sheba Ziprin's camera, which is now ina 
pawnshop in Oklahoma City.” -Harry Smith
